 Brandon Sousa appeals the district court’s order denying his motion to 

suppress the evidence obtained following a traffic stop.  Sousa asserts the police 

officer, who stopped his vehicle for a seat belt violation, lacked reasonable 

suspicion or probable cause to (1) conduct field sobriety tests, (2) request a 

preliminary breath test, (3) invoke implied consent, or (4) detain him for testing.  

The district court fully and properly addressed each of these claims in its denial 

of Sousa’s motion to suppress the results of his drug test.  Therefore, we affirm 

the district court’s order pursuant to Iowa Court Rule 21.29(1)(d) and (e).
